Made From Lactose 


What can a farmer do with milk? 
Ne can drink it or feed it to his 
pigs or make it into cheese or can 
churn its cream into butter. But the 
Dominion Department of Agricult- 
ure explains the scientist can get 
a lot more than butter or cheese 
from a can. of milk. He can get the 
drugs, for example, and even fire- 
works, 


These milk produchs the scient- 
ist obtains from milk, sugar or la- 
ctose, There's about a quart of 
crude lactose in every twenty qts. 
of milk and this is how it is obt- 
ained in the one Canadian factory 
producing it. 


First the factory removes the 
casein and albumen from the milk. 
Most of the albumen. goes into the 
mixed feeds while casein may ap- 
pear in dozens of forms from plas- 
tics to textiles. What remains of the 
milk, the whey, is then worked on 


* for lactose, 


First the whey is evaporated in 
a vacuum pan until it becomes sy- 
rupy and milk sugar crystals form 
in it. The combination of crystals 
and liquid is then put through a 
centrifuge and whirled round at 
high speed to extract most of the 
moisture. The lactose crystals are 
then mixed with water and are re- 
fined by filtering through charcoal. — 
Again the moisture is extracted and 
the refined lactose crystals are now 
ready for use. 


Sometimes the lactose is pre- 
scribed for infants with weak di- 
gestive systems. It is also used in 
manufactured food for infants, is 
mixed with drugs to enable them 
to be taken in pill form and is em- 
ployed in the manufacture of Nem- 
butal capsules which are particul: 
arly useful in childbirth as they 
kill pain and blot out mentory. 


Confectioners have made use of 
lactose in candies and _ fondants. 
Manufacturers of liqueurs have also 
found that lactose crystals decorate 
the inside of a bottle with an at- 
tractive frosty effect. 


In the war, lactose is used in the 
preparation of hypodermic tablets, 
to relax a patient before he is given 
an anaesthetic. In Canada, lactose 
is the culture in which is grown 
the amazing new germ killer, pen- 
icillin. And, strangest of all, this 
milk by-product in a constituent of 
incendiary bombs and of flares 
used by the armed forces for night 
signalling. |

BUSES TO. 
Carry First Aid 


New regulations to be adopted by 
the provincial highway traffic board 
‘will require motor buses to carry 

first aid equipment, according to 
information received by. the Alber- 
ta Motor Association, — 


Such equipment is required in 
some other provinces, it is under- 
stood and the Alberta board is giv- 
ing consideration to a similar re- 
gulation which would be or a gen- 
eral application. 


In view of the large vulume of 
passenger traffic on Alberta buses, 
it has been suggested that these vy, 
hicles should be required to carry 
first aid equipment in case of em- 
ergency or accident. Some buses 
operating in the province now do 
carry such equipment.

TED FROM CBC UNDER GOV'T.

All this talk.about CBC being 
too much under politieal influence 
really means nothing. CBC is own- 
ed and operated by the govern- 
ment and is dependent on Parlia- 
ment for its right to exist, for the 
salaries of its officials, and for all 
its powers to collect taxes, and for 
every detail of its existence. 


The House of Commons is a po- 
litical institution. It consists of 245 
members elected by the peop é, and 
everything which the government 
of Canada does has to please at 
east a majority of these 245. 


A government radio is in politics 
whether we like it or not. If we do 
not want to have a radio system 
a fected by politics, then the best 
thing to do is to wind up the CBC 
and go back to leaving the conduct 
of all broadcasting to private ag-~ 
encies. 


That is something to keep clearly 
in mind. Mr. Morley Callaghan, for 
example on ‘The Things to Come’ 
programme, leans to tthe socialist 
‘ideas. Mr. Morley Callaghan is be- 
ing paid by the government of 
Canada to educate the Canadian 
people. The present gov't believes 
that a majority of the House of

Commons is opposed to socialism, ’ 


and proposes to get elected by tak- 
ing a stand against socialism. For 
such a gov't to take the taxes paid 
by the Canadian people, and use 
them to pay a man to prech social- 
ism over the gov’t radio is’ simply 
ridiculous, $4 


The plain fact is that a gov't ra- 
dio system has to be in politics, 
just as the CNR has to be in pol- 
itics, or any other agency owned 
by the gov’t, The sooner we real-. 
ize this, the sooner we will face the 
facts of the case, and get down to 
discussing whether we really pro- 
pose to have a politically influenc- 
ed radio system dominating }he 
Canadian radio field. If we want 
to, we can have it. We cannrt ex- 
pect to have that and then also hav 
the right to complain that CBC is 
under political influence,

It ;s the greatness of capitalism 
that the average is so high, that 
material progress has been greater 
in the last 250 years than jn the 
preceding 2500. 


It is madness to fly from a dem- 
cnstration that competjtion does. 
always work instantaneously 
to the belief that it js therefore ne- 
ccssary to rush into the complete 
surrender of all liberty.

Of all the countrjes of this world 
Canada is ‘one of those least able to 
dispense with international trade 
because of the specialjzation of her 
resourses. 


It we are willing to trade abroad

A highly developed system of
